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Urban waterpark 
plan approved 
for Royal Arsenal

AN EXCITING new phase of the 
development of the Royal Arsenal in 
Woolwich was confirmed last week (April 
20) when the royal borough granted 
planning permission for the Waterfront 
Park, a vibrant four-acre green space that 
will he created by Berkeley Homes. 

The park will establish an enhanced green link 
connecting the Royal Arsenal and Woolwich 
town centre to the River Thames as well as 
offer a vast range of community benefits for 
residents of the Royal Arsenal and surrounding 
area. The new park forms part of the Waterfront 
masterplan, which was granted outline planning 


permission in 2013. 

The Waterfront Park has been designed by 
award-winning landscape architects, Gillespies, 
and once opened will offer local residents and 
visitors an exciting recreation space which 
includes a waterway and multiple landscapes 
complete with their own distinct features. The 
new space will have something for everyone, 
whether it is picnicking with the family, going 
for a jog, having a coffee in the cafe or simply 
enjoying the river views. 

The new park is designed to reflect the theme 
of a stream’s journey from source to river and 
has six multiple aspects making up the water 
feature that flows through the space. They

include the source, babbling brook, river 
run, confluence, falls and delta. There 
are also plenty of other interesting parts 
of the new park, including the sensory 
gardens and central piazza. 

Undoubtedly the flagship development 
for Woolwich, the Royal Arsenal is a 
key waterfront development which on 
completion will see over 2,500 homes 
built on the site. Additionally there will 
also be a new heritage quarter housing 
the Greenwich Heritage Centre and 
other attracations.

Designer outlet 


Discount retail development 
agreed by planners

VACANT space at The 
02 is to be turned into a 
vibrant designer outlet 
village, with cafes and 
a shopping centre, 
completely circling the 
02’s central arena. 

Developers AEG Europe 
aim to make it a new 
visitor attraction in its 
own right, complementing 
the entertainment, leisure 
and retail attractions 
already there in what’s 
known as the 02 
Entertainment District. 
Royal Greenwich’s 

planning board agreed the 
scheme when they met 
last Monday (April 20). 

Although all under the 
02’s canopy, the shop 


l 

fronts will be designed 
to look like a village 
high street, encouraging 
tenants to make them 
stand out and different 
from each other. The 
vacant space will be 
divided into two separate 
zones - one single-storey 
called ‘The Cloud’, and the 
other with two storeys, 
called ‘The Street’. 

The Street will have two 
levels of shops, connected 
by bridges and walkways. 
A canopy will make it look 
like the dappled shade of a 
tree lined thoroughfare. 

The shops will sell goods 
from premium brands at 
discounted outlet prices. 
There will be areas set 
aside for small kiosks 


selling outlet goods such 
as sunglasses. 

The development will 
provide alfresco-style 
dining, with cafes and 
family restaurants. It 
will also have customer 
facilities such as toilet 
suites, disabled toilets 
and baby changing 
rooms. Shopmobility and 
shopper delivery service 
will also be available. A 
management suite with 
office space and staff 
facilities will also be 
provided. 

The 02 opened in June 
2007 and is now world- 
famous as a successful 
national sports and 
entertainment venue. It 
is part of the much larger 
area being redeveloped for 
the Greenwich Peninsula 
Masterplan.

Illegal gambling den shutdown

CUSTOMERS going to a cafe and 
fitness spa in Court Road, Eltham, 
were getting more than just a cup of 
tea and a go on an exercise bike. 

Residents nearby had complained 
that men were visiting the Mottingham 
Cafe and Spa all hours of the night. So 
an investigation by the council’s Safer 
Communities team, working with the 
police, led to reports that the building was 
being used for gambling and as an illegal 
brothel. 

When they went inside they found it 
was being used as a brothel with beds, 
and an unauthorised gambling den with 
poker tables. They served the owner 
with a closure order, which prevents the 
premises from being used and forbids 
anyone to remain on site for three months. 
No arrests were made. 


A council spokesman said: “We take 
situations like this very seriously. 
Working together with the police, we 
will not hesitate to issue closure orders 
if there is sufficient evidence to warrant 
this action.” 

Sgt Simon Henderson from Greenwich 
police said: “We work closely with 
the council on issues such as the ones 
highlighted in Court Road. I hope the 
closure order reassures residents and 
businesses and shows that we take their 
concerns seriously.” 

He added: “Anyone with suspicions or 
concerns should speak to police and the 
council to provide us with the opportunity 
to intervene and resolve any local issues 
as swiftly as possible.”

'Phenomenal' 

Ofsted inspectors heap 
high praise on St Ursula's

ST Ursula’s Convent School on 
Crooms Hill, Greenwich, has been 
ranked as ‘phenomenal’ in every 
by inspectors from the schools’ 
watchdog Ofsted. 

They gave top marks for pupils’ 
achievement and their behaviour, the 
quality of teaching, and how the school is 
led and managed. 

A team of three Ofsted inspectors spent 
two days at the Roman Catholic all-girls 
school in March, where there are 600 
students. They sat in on 27 lessons, and 
talked to pupils, staff and governors. They 
also took account of staff questionnaires 
and the views of parents. 

In their report, the inspectors said: 

• Achievements of all students is 
exceptionally high in all areas 

• The behaviour of students in lessons 
and around the school is outstanding. 

• Leadership and management are 
outstanding 

• Students’ spiritual, moral, social and 


cultural development is outstanding. 
Curriculum provision, including a wide 
range of other activities, ensures that 
students are well prepared for life in 
modern Britain. 

Inspectors noted the fact that: 

Parents and carers are very positive 
about the school while a very large 
majority say they would recommend the 
school to others. 

The proportion of students making 
more than expected progress in English 
and in mathematics was around double 
the national average. There was also 
exceptional progress in nearly all 
subjects across the curriculum. 

Disadvantaged students perform 
especially well thanks to the school’s 
supportive ethos, combined with high 
expectations, resulting in phenomenal 
achievement for disadvantaged students. 
In additon to the outstanding Ofsted 
report, St Ursula’s has joined the top 1 per 
cent of schools nationally in terms of the 
progress made by pupils between their 
Key Stage 2 results at primary school and 
their GCSE results at 16.

Good for your health 


W ALKING works. It 
makes people happy, it 
keeps you healthy, and 
can even save a life. 


That’s the conclusion of an 
extensive new review produced by 
The Ramblers, the charity that works 
to protect places people love to walk, 
and Macmillan Cancer Support. 

It says that Walking for Health, 
England’s largest network of health 
walk schemes, is the key to beating 
the physical inactivity epidemic that’s 
responsible for thousands of illnesses 
and deaths, and puts immense strain 
on the NHS. 

The evidence also reveals that 
walking brings people together, 
helps them feel positive and is a cost- 
effective way to exercise as well. 

People living or working in the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich are 
almost spoiled for choice when it 
comes to finding places to walk. 

There are its many extensive parks, 
the Thames Path, and green places 
such as Oxleas Wood. Architectural 
gems such as Charlton House and 
Severndroog Castle can also be 
reached on foot. 

The UK Chief Medical Officers’ 
recommended amount of exercise 
for adults is 150 minutes of moderate 
physical activity per week. That 


breaks down to 30 minutes of exercise 
over five days a week. 

Thirty-seven thousand deaths every 
year could be prevented just by taking 
a walk. Being active also slashes the 
risk of getting heart disease, a stroke, 
type 2 diabetes, and colon and breast 
cancer. 

Even though 30 minutes is the 
ideal, it suggests starting with three 
shorter 10-minute walks and slowly 
building up to the 30-minute walk 
once you feel comfortable. 

The sooner you get started the 
sooner you’ll notice the difference in 
your mind and body. 

Half an hour of daily walking can 
be hugely beneficial to your health. 
But one in three adults don’t manage 
30 minutes of physical activity per 
week. So here are some tips: 

• Walking uphill uses more energy 
than walking along flat surfaces. 

• Track your walking to measure 
how far you are going and start 
considering how to increase your 
mileage 

• Get social. The best thing about 
walking is that you can do it solo or 
with friends, and it doesn’t cost a 
thing.

by the sporting Trust set up to 
support to aspiring athletes. 

JJ said: “I am proud to have 
been selected to represent 
my borough as a sports 
ambassador for another 
year, and the funding will 
certainly go to kitting me 
out for a season, which is one 
less thing to worry about. 
Attending the awards was a 
good break from my rigorous 
training program, so I went 
into the competition feeling 
quite relaxed”. 

Battling it out with 44 
of Britain’s top senior 
competitors, JJ came out of 
the poule fights with 4 out of 
5 victories and was ranked 5th 
overall for the competition. In 
a closely fought last 16 match 
JJ defeated Harry Boteler 
from Cornwall 15-14. Next up 
was Brynmor Saunders, also 
from Cornwall, in another 
close fight but JJ carved out 
a 15-12 victory to earn himself 
a place in the semi-finals. 
Here JJ faced the current 
British number one and 
Commonwealth champion 
Alexander Crutchett. With 
the scores locked at 12 all 
Crutchett edged ahead and 
took the victory at 15-13 
forcing JJ to settle for the 


Bronze medal position. The 
following day JJ and team 
Camden took Silver in the 
team event just losing 45-43 in 
the final to Cornwall. 

As part of the World Class 
Performance program 

(WCP) JJ’s season has been 
centred around the senior 
international circuit and 
although only 19 and with 
a year left as a junior JJ 
has earned a place on the 
GB senior international 
team and earned five senior 
international caps. With some 
very positive results from 
competing against the top 100 
seniors in the world JJ’s GB 
senior ranking has shot from 
44 to 4th in one season. 

JJ is now on a two-week 
training camp in France 
and straight from there and 
four years ahead of his 2020 
Olympic plan, he will attend 
the first of the 2016 Olympic 
qualifying tournaments, 
which is a senior world cup 
competition to be held in 
Madrid. JJ added: “This will be 
a great experience for me as it 
is well ahead of my WCP plan 
and I will use it a measure of 
what is expected over the next 
four years”.
